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Remember that fome Gentlemen 
in the late Oppofition greatly at- 
feted the Character of being 
Prophets; and it muft be al- 
low’d, if they did not prophefy 
that they often gue/s’d very hap- 
pily; but if they really did pol- 
fefs any fuch /upernatural Gift 
like the Prophet in the Old Teftament, 

















they feem, 
upon their being tranflated into the Heaven of a 


Court, to have bequeath’d a double Portion of their 
Spirit to their Succeflors in the Oppofition. Thefe 
Gentlemen lat Seftion pointed out but too truly and 
plainly the Miferies this Nation muft now | una- 
voidably undergo, unlefs her old Friends, like fo 
many Elijahs, can prolong what ts left her of her 
Cruize of Oil, and her Loaf of Bread which, 
without fuch a Miracle wrought in her Favour, 
muft foon be exhaufted. 

But Things are now come to fo melancholy a 
Crifis, that it is almoft indecent to ufe Alegories or 
Metaphors in defcribing them. The State of Affairs 
is more proper far Meditation than Difcourfe; and 
when Language is employ’d it “—. to be that of 
Paffion, which is undifguis’d an unreferv'd ; but 
as particular Reafons may make fuch a Style not 
guite fo proper, I fhall confine the end:tings of my 
Heart to the Language of Reafon and Argument. 

Such a Language becomes more proper at this 
time, when we are juft awaken’d from a delufive 
Dream of Glory; the Mitt which darken’d our 
Eyes, is clear’d up, the Charm which intoxicated 
our Senfes, is vanifh’d, and the Public begins now 
to be fenfible, that as we fought without quarrel- 
ling, fo we have beat without winning, and triumph’d 
without conquering. 

In Political Writings, as AZatchiavel fays of Go- 
vernments, it is proper, frequently to return to 
Jirft’ Principles , therefore, I fhall, without any 
manner of Apology, purfue the Defign upon which 
this Paper profefledly fet out, viz. that of pointing 
out and proving to the Public that the prefent Dif- 
tinétion of Parties amongft us is that of Exglifbmen 
and H. s; a Diftinétion which includes all the A- 
nimofities that fubfifted amongft former Parties, and 
the more dangerous, in that from ‘the very Nature 
of the Diftinétion itfelf, it is-impoffible for any Man 
in Great Britain to aé&t in the Office of AZediator ; 
for in this Conteft no Englifbman can be neutral, 
Iho ever is not for us is againft us. 

I fhall now offer to the Public a few Arguments 
upon this Head, drawn from the prefent Situation 
of our Affairs, which I do with the greater Confi- 
dence, not only as I think they are new and believe 
them to he unanfwerable, but becaufe they ferve at 
the fame time to confute all the ridiculous Pretences 
that have been us’d to excufe and palliate certain 
Meafures. 

The only Arguments I have ever heard or read 
to juftify our intollerable Expence upon the Con- 
tinent are, The Support of the Pragmatic Sanétion, 
and The deprejfing the Power of France. 

The Pragmatic San&tion is a Term which moft 
People talk of, but few thoroughly underfiand, I 
fhall only obferve here, That the Public in general 
underftand it to bea Mode of Succeffion ‘eftablith’d 
by the late Emperor, to preferve a// his‘Dominions 
undivided to a Female Primogeniture. As the Peo- 
ple of this Hland have been long accuftom’d to look 
upon the Houfe of Auffria, while poffe/sd of the 
Imperial Dignity, to be their natural Ally againft 








the Power of France, our Guaranty of this A& was 
by no means unpopular, tho’ our M---r came into It 
very aukwardly, Not but, at the Time we gave this 
Guaranty, very great Dangers were apprehended 
and foretold to England from future Contingencies. 
The fpecial Acceflion of the Dutch (which was 
procur’d by a noble Lord who is now the Honour 
of his Country) was the only Means that could 
make thofe Dangers lefs formidable: And the 
Youth and Vigour of the Emperor gave us then 
great Reafon to flatter ourfelves that the dreaded 
Contingencies would not happen. I fhall draw a 
Veil over the Tranfactions of thofe ‘Times: They 
have been again and again expofed; only I mutt 
put the Public in mind that the whole Oppofition 
which then was made to our Guaranty of the 
Pragmatic Sanéion, came from the Patrons of the 
Crajt/man, who now pretend to be for risking all 
that is left us to fupport it. 

I thall therefore confider this Act only in the 
Light in which it now prefents itfelf to Englifhmen, 
The Event of difuniting the Imperial Dignity from 
the Houfe of Auttria, was, when we came into this 
Guaranty, look’d upon as barely poflible, and treated 
as a Chimeras For this Reafon, the Pragmatic 
Sanétion was fwallow’d by us in Terms, that, fup- 
pofing this Event never to happen, never could affect 
us or the Peace of Germany ; but fuppofing it (as it 
has) to happen, are inconfiftent with Common Sen/e 
and Common ‘fuftice: If this fhall be incontettably 
made to appear, it will then follow that the ‘Trou- 
bles of Germany have been owing to thofe who 
were inftrumental in this Difunion of the Im- 
perial Dignity from the Houfe of Aufiria. But as 
this is a point which requires to be difcufs’d in a 
more particular Manner, it will be neceflary to o- 
pen to the Reader a few Facts as to the Pragmatic 
Sanétion, which the Public here have, perhaps, had 
no Opportunity of knowing, 

I have heard it urg’d with great Vigour, great 
Warmth, and with great Airs of Triumph, that 
the Pragmatic Sanétion is a Meafure founded upon 
the Pacta Convenja of the Empire, (meaning I 
fuppofe the Houfe of Aufiria) and that it is, no 
more than the Primogeniture of the Auffrian Race 
js entitled to by fundamental Conflitutions: But 
this Reafoning is equally falfe and ridiculous, 

It is falfe, 1ft, becaufe it has been uncontefta- 
bly prov’d, without any. attempt of Reply, that 
the feveral States which form the Dominions of 
the Houfe of Aufiria are moft of them entitled to 
particular Modes of Succeffion incompatible with 
that eftublifh’d by the Pragmatic Sanélion: ‘Vhe 
only Exceptions | think are Proper Aufiria and 


Silefia ; which laft we have wifely taken care fhould | 


be difmember’d from the others, 2dly, “The Em- 
peror himfelf, in the Act of the Pragmatic Sane- 
tion, fays only * that his Anceftors,endeavour’d to 
get fuch an Aét in Favour of a Female Primogeni- 
ture, but gives no Inftance earlier than The /Vill 
of Ferdinand the Ild, in 1635, which being only 
a Perfonal arbitrary Aét, can be ashing to the 
prefent Purpofe ; nor does it appear to eftablifh any 
fuch Female Primogeniture as that eftablifh’d by 
the Pragmatic Sanétion: ALL his Female Defcen- 
dants being by ie entitled to their Jus Rever- 
s1onis, Laftly, the above Affertion is ridiculous ; 
becaufe had any prior authoratative Provifions of this

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Kind been made, all the late Emperor’s and his 
Predeceflors Application not only for procuring pro- 
per * Renunciations, but for obtaining Guarantecs 
both from the Emperor and from all, Lurope wou'd 
have been idle and ridiculous, and in effect a weak- 
ning of a prior Right, by the very Implication 
that it requir’d fuch itrengthening, 

But to prove inconteftably that the Support of 
the Pragmatic Sanétion and the difuniting the In 
perial Dignity from the Houfe of Aujiria are in- 
compatible Meafures, we need but compare the 
Terms of the Pragmatic Sanction with thole of 
the Empire’s Declaration of Rights, or the late Em- 
peror’s Coronation Oath, (commonly call’d his 
Capitulation.) By the former the Heir of the 
Houfe of Auffria enters upon the whole Domi- 
nions and Territories of which the laft Occupier 
dy’d potlefs’d, By the Capitulation the Emperor 
expreily obliges himfelf ¢ to refore to the Empire all 
the Fiefs belonging to it and in his Poffejfion, Jor the 
NECEssIT!I ES of the Empire, and any future Em- 
peror or King of the Romans. In thete two Pro- 
vilions there could have been no Contradiétion had 
the Potleflor of the Avffrian Dominions continued 
to be vetted with the Imperial Dignity, Yut every 
Reader muft be fenfible how much they clafh the 
Moment the Pofletlor of the 4ufrian Dominions 
is fet afide from being Emperor, and an Emperor 
with other Views and ‘n another Intereft elected. 

This is the Step which has furnith’d France and 

the prefent Emperor and their Friends, with a plau- 
fible Pretence ** ‘Vhat the former Guarantee of the 
** Pragmatic Sanction can never be meant to ex- 
tend to thofe Dominions which prior Engage- 
ments render’d uncapable of admitting’ of any 
fuch Guaranty: That the Refufal of this Refli- 
tution 18 an injuttice done to the Head of the 
Empire, who beiore the Briti/h Vroops and their 
Mercenaries march’d into the Empire, offer’d 
to be contented with the Ceffion of a finaller 
Portion of Dominion from the Queen of Jdun- 
gary than he is entitled to by the fundamental 
Provilions of the Empire, particularly by his 
Predec efjor’s Capitulation; and that the Support 
of the Pragmatic Sanétion is a falfe and ridiculous 
Pretence for carrying Fire and Sword into the 
Bowels vof the kmpire, fince the E——<r of 
H—— r and the B Jo M———ery have 
actually by guarantying the Ceffion of Silefia 
fet atide and annull’d its very Defign,” 
As thefe Reafonings, on the Part of Emperor 
as Head of the Empire only, ave proper to be an- 
twer'd by thole whom it muy Concern, IT thall cone 
tent myfelf with fumming up this thort Review by 
oblerving, “Vhat all the late Mileries of Germany, 
the Effution of its belt Blood, the Loffes of Bit, 
and the Triumphs of #7 r, have been owing 
to that fingle Step of placing the Eleétor of Bava- 
ria upon the Imperial Throne. 

But before | leave this Head it is proper to take 
Notice of one Objection which may be made, viz. 
That the prefent Emperor difputed the Whale of the 
Aultrian Succeffion. ‘Vo this | anfwer, that if he 
had fucceeded in his Difpute, it would have been 
Mippy for Britain, becaute Europe would then have 
had a Bulwark againft the Power of France in the 
Houfe of Bavaria, more powerful than ever fhe 
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* Renunciatio habet tacitam juris Juccedendi Agnes 
tionem.

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had in the Houfe of Mufria. To think that in 
fuch an Event the Emperor would have been under 
French Influence is filly and childify, for his Power 
would Joon have taught him to be independant ;, and 
we may judge, by his Spirit, with regard to France, 
in his Adverfity, what his Conduct would have 
been had he been Juccefsful. But the Emperor had, 
in Effcet, given up all his Pretences, in point ol 
Blood, to the Awirian Succeffion, before we en- 
terd as Parties, or rather as Principals into the 
Quarrel; therefore, however high hts Demands 
were formerly, they cannot be fuppos’d to have in- 
fluene’d our Conduct. His Demands were, by the 
Queen of Fungary’s own Arms, brought down to 
the Rights be claim'd as Emperor, for which high 
Station he pretends to be indebted principally to the 
Afticity and Zeal of the Elector of H—r. 

Upon the whole of this firft Head, I therefore 
conclude ; 

Fiat the Support of the Pragmatic Sanc- 
tion has nothing to do with our Quarrel in Ger- 
no Part of it being now, nor for fome 
time palt (even before we enter’d Germany) dil- 
puted by either France or the Emperor, 

‘That the ftaring Contradictions betwixt the Prag- 
matic Sanction as an AA of the Head of the Houfe 
of Auftria, and the Fundamentals of the Empire, 
as Mets of the Head of the Empire, fuficiently prove, 
when Great Britain accepted of the Guaranty 
of the Pragmatic Sanétion, that fhe never fuppos'd 
a ‘Vine would come when thofe two Dignities were 
to be dijunitdd. 

That the raifing the Eleé&tor of Bavaria to be 
Head of the Empire is the fole Source of all the 
Calamities which Europe, Great Britain in parti- 
cular, has felt, or has Reafon to apprehend from 
the late Emperor’s Death, fince the Houfe of Ba- 
varia never conceal'd their Intentions of difputing, 
on the firft Opportunity, the Execution of the 
Pragmatic Sanétion in its unlimited Senfe. And 

Lajlly, Let me add, That it is the Intereft of 
thoie Electors, whofe ‘Titles or Pofleffions are lia- 
ble to Difpute, to have the Emperor as much re- 
duc’d as poflible ; which laft Confideration is fuf- 
ficient to explain the Reafons why the Elector of 
Bavaria had fo great a Majority in the Electoral 
College. 

Having now difcuf.’d the firft Point I propos’d 
to treat of, and, as I hope, unanfwerably prov’d 
that the Support of the Pragmatic Sanction, now, Is 
a foolith and impracticable Conceit ; I proceed to 
the other Pretext, I mean The Expediency of redu- 
cing the Power of France. 

This is one of the Arguments which blows hot 
and cold from the fame Mouth; and I never hear 
your right ddanoverians talking upon this Subject 
but they put me in Mind of Shakefpear’s Grave- 
divver jn Llamlet. Uf you ask one of the late Mi- 
nifterial Stamp why we are at fuch Expence in 
keeping, up fo great a Body on the Continent, he 
atifwers you direétly, Because France 15 too powerful. 
Ask the fame Queftion a Modern Miniftry, 
Fi—-n, he tells you, Becaufe France is fo weak 
that pre can't fland upon her own Legs. 

As to the Power of France in Germany, recent 
Experience is fuflicient to convince us that WE 
have very little to apprehend from it; fince the 
Queen of Hungary, when fupported by our pecu- 
mary Affiltance, prov’d an over Match both for 
her and the Emperor: With Regard to the French 
Power in their own Country /ater Experience con- 
vinces us that the Queen of Aungary and we both 
make the fame Fieure there, as the Viper did up- 
on the File. But as this is only to be decided by 
Events, d thal! content myfelf with finifhing this 
long Letter by a Quotation from one of the greateft 
Civilians, and the beit Judge perhaps that ever liv’d 
of the Rights of Peace and War, I mean Grotius. 
© We ®are not, fays that great Man, to agree with 
* thofe who tell us that ie is juftifiable by the Laws 
« of Nations to take up Arms for reducing a Power 
6 whofe Greatnefs may hurt us, ‘To attack 
 pofiitely another becaufe that other may attack 
6* us is contrary to all the Principles of Equity : 
¢* For fuch is the Conftitution of human Lite that 
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“¢ we never can propofe to live in perfe& Secu- 
‘« rity; we ought therefore, next to the divine 
«¢ Providence, to have Recourfe to innocent Pre- 
«¢ cautions, but by no Means to Force. 

As this Subjeét admits of agreat deal more to be 
faid, I fhall at prefent finifh this long Letter, and 
re‘erve the Conclufion to another Opportunity.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


iTAL ¥. 

Rome, Sept. 14. The Englifh Ships that lay be- 
fore Civita Vecchia have been oblig’d to get out of 
Gun-fhot of the Port, the Governor having de- 
clar’d that he could not poflibly give them Leave 
to come in, unlefs they firft perform’d Quarantain. 
Neverthelefs they have appear’d again before the 
Harbour, and the Commodore has fent a Letter to 
the Governor by the Mafter of a Neapolitan Fe- 
lucca which he had pick’d up: This Letter contains 
a Proteft againft all that has been or may be done 
in favour of the Spanifh Xebecks, and then the 
Commodore declares, that if that Proteft is not 
minded, he will, purfuant to his Inftructions, 
treat as Enemies all the Ships that fall in his Way. 
Two of our Gallies have been difarm’d, in order 
to reinforce the Garrifon of Civita Vecchia; and 
they have likewife laid Booms a-crofs the Entrance 
of the Harbour. The Englifh Conful and Hun- 
garian Minifter ufe their utmoft Endeavours to 
prevent the Effeéts of this Declaration. 

Naples, Sept. 10. ‘The latt Letters from Cala- 
bria aflure us, that from the 24th to the 28th of 
laft Month, both inclufive, there died but r11 
Perfons in the City and Suburbs of Reggio, and 
they reckon about 200 in the Lazaret, that were 
on the mending Hand: But upon Advice that fome 
Inhabitants of the adjacent Villages have fled to 
other Places, whither it is fear’d they have car- 
ry’d the bad Air, becaufe fome of them arriv’d there 
fick, Count Mahoni has alter’d the Difpofition of 
the firft Line, and given Orders to extend it more 
or lefs, to the End that the Places infeéted, or fuf- 
pected to be fo, may be quite block’d up. 

GERMANY. 

Fribourg in Brifgau, Sept. 26. Prince Charles of 
Lorrain has got about 100 Pontons made here, 
Part of which were fent to the Army Yefterday, 
and the reft go thither this Day. His Royal 
Highnefs has got together near 10,000 Fafcines on 
the Banks of the Rhine. The Peafants of Brifgau 
are likewife carrying thither a vaft Quantity of 
Beams, Planks, and other Materials for laying a 
new Bridge over that River. 

Weiffembourg in Alface, Sept.25. The Works, 
which were difcontinued the 1gth Inftant, were 
taken in hand again the 23d. Part of the Army 
is here, and the reft at Lauterbourg. Fifteen thou- 
fand Men are marching to Hunninguen, in order 
to keep an Eye to the {mall Parties of Prince Charles 
of Lorrain’s Army, which has juft been reinforced 
with 15,000 Men. Several Brigades began their 
March trom hence the 23d Inttant, in order to 


line the Banks of the Rhine at Benhcim and Fort 
Louis. 

P. S. We are at the Eve of a general Action. 
From the Head Quarters of the Auftrians near 
Spire, Sept. 18. 

The Army of the Allies, after marching three 
Days, arriv’d Yefterday in this Neighbourhood 
from Worms, We reft this Day, and know not 
yet whether we fhall proceed farther ‘T’o-morrow 5 
however, the Ovens of Spire and Heidelberg are 
taken up in baking a great Quantity of Bread for 
the Army. 

We have certain Advice that Major-General 
Mentzel having been detach’d with 600 Huilars for 
an Incurfion to Sarre-Louis, he pafs’d by Neuftadt, 
from whence he proceeded towards Landau, and 
made part.of his Men difmount within a fmall 
Diftance of that Town, in order to fet fire in the 
Night to a great Magazine of Forage which lies in 
the Outworks of the Place: ‘They very luckily 
pafs’d five Centinels; but when they came to the 
fixth, who ftood within 15 or 20 Yards of the 
Magazine, a Dog by his Barking gave the French 
the Ailarm. It being a Dark Night the brave 
Menzel fell into a Ditch and hurt his Leg; but 
his Huflars quickly got him out again, and carry’d 
him upon their Shoulders out of the Works, 
from whence he retreated in very good Order with- 
out the Lofs of a Man. As foon as he got to 
Neuftadt his Leg was dre{s’d, and then he pro- 
ceeded immediately to Keyzerlautern : We hope hée 
will foon be well again, ina{much as it is thought 
the Bone is not broke. 

Duffeldorp, O&. 1. The King of Great Britain 
arriv’d at Spire the 27th of laft Month, and fix’d 
his Head Quarters there. The Body of Dutch 
Troops pafs’d the Rhine the 25th, and tollow’d the 
Army the next Day. 

Marfhal Noailles having provided for the Safety 
of the Lines of Lauterberg, has begun his March 
with a large Body of his Troops, in order to join 
Marfhal Coigny and attack Prince Charles of 
Lorrain, 

On the other hand, we hear that Prince Charles 
|. having receiv’d a new Supply of Boats and Pontons, 
is preparing to attempt again the Paflage of the 
Rhine on the Side of Hunninguen: We are aflur’d 
that his Highnefs executed this Defign two or three 
— ago ; but we have not yet any certain Account 
of it. 

Worms, Sept. 25. Letters from Prince Charles’s 
Army of the 19th advife, that his Highnefs had not 
then pafs’d the Rhine, but that he did not doubt 
being able to make his Paflage: That notwith- 
ftanding the {trong cannonading of the Enemy, his 
Bridge had recciv’d no Hurt; and that, for eight 
Days before the Date of thofe Letters, the Enemy 
had left off cannonading. Orders were Yefterday 
given by his Britannick Majefty for the March of 
tne whole Combin’d Army this Morning, and ac- 
cordingly the Britifh, Auftrian, Hanoverian, and 
Heffian [’roops were all in Motion by Five o’Clock, 
and are now actually marching in two Columns tc= 
wards Frankenthal, where they are to halt this 
Night, and will continue their March next Day to 
Spires. ‘he Dutch Auxiliaries, who were ene 
camp’d about a League from this Place, on the o- 
ther Side of the Rhine, are now paffing that River 
over our Bridge. By Accounts receiv’d Yefterday 
we learn, that the French have quitted their Lines 
on the River Queiche, and are retir’d to thofe be- 
hind Landau, which extend from Lauterbourg to 
Weiflenbourg ; and that they have the River Lau- 
ter in their Front, 

Spire, Sept. 27. On the 25th Inftant the Allied 
Army march’d trom Worms to Frankenthal, halt- 
ing there that Night, and Yefterday in the Evening 
arriv’d within a League of this Place. His.Ma- 
jefty refted laft Night at Mufherftadt, a Village 
about two Leagues off, and arriv’d here this Morn- 
ing on Horteback about Ten, attended by the prin- 
cipal Officers of his Court. The Horfe Militia of 
this Place, with a Detachment of their Foot, went 
fome D:ftance out of T’own to receive his Ma- 
jefty, attending him to his Quarters; where the 
Dean and principal Clergy, together with the whole 





Body of Mayittracy, congratulated his Majefty on 











his Arrival. The Allied Army is encamp’d on the 
Right of this Town. The Dutch Auxiliaries are 
encamp’d two Leagues on this Side of Worms, 
and are expected to join us this Evening. Yefter- 
day Morning an Exprefs came to his Majefty at 
Frankenthal from General Mentzell, of the Huf- 
fars, giving an Account, that in attempting, the 
preceeding Night, to burn a French Magazine, 
he forced two Pofts of the Enemy, but by endea- 
vouring to force a third, by a great Superiority of 
‘Troops, was oblig’d to abandon his Enterprize ; his 
Horfe falling with him in his Retreat, he had the 
Misfortune to break his Leg. 





LONDON. 

Monday an Order was fent by the Lords of the 
Admiralty to the Mafter Builder at Woolwich for 
launching the Northumberland Man of War, of 80 
Guns, the 7th of O&ober next. 

Tuefday twelve Brafs Mortar-Pieces, of 3000 
Weight each, and their Bedding, with a great Num- 
ber of Bomb Shells, were fhipp’d on Board a Vef- 
fel at the Tower for Germany. 

On Monday laft the Lords of the Admiralty ap- 
pointed Mr. Bennet to be Chief Clerk of the Yard 
at Woolwich, in the room of Mr, Vine, deceas’d, 
a Place of confiderable Profit. 

Letters from various Parts of Chefhire advife, 
that the Farmers of that Country in general have 
made more Cheefe than in the three laft Years, 
which will probably be of Advantage to the Poor, 
as their Subliftance in a great Meafure depends on 
that Commodity. 

We hear the Commiffioners of the Sewers and 
Turnpikes have contracted with Workmen to 
widen Deptford Bridge. If their laudable Exam- 
ple was followed throughout the Kingdom, but 
more efpecially near London, where great Num- 
bers of People are continually paffing and repafling, 
many unhappy Accidents might probably be pre- 
vented. 

Laft Monday Warren Dunn was committed to 
Hertford Gaol, from whence he made his Efcape 
about a Month ago, in Company with five. other 
Fellows, who lay for Tranfportation with him. 
He was apprehended in Effex for ftealing two 
Horfes and three Sheep, which he confefs’d before 
the Juftice. 

On Saturday laft was held a Board of Admiralty, 
when their Lordfhips were pleas’d to appoint Capt. 
Rodney to be Captain of the Sheernefs, a twenty 
Gun Ship, lately built at Mr. Buxton’s Wharf, 

Laft Saturday Mr, Wareing, an eminent Black- 
well-Hall Faétor, was married, at St. Katherine’s 
by the Tower, to Mifs Rodicourt, of Tower-hill ;

On Saturday laft Chatles Flood, who was con- 
cern’d with Cavenagh and Kelly, (executed {ome 
Time fince) in counterfeiting the current Coin ot 
this Kingdom, was taken at Camberwell, and be- 
ing carried before Col. De Veil, was by him com- 
mitted to Newgate. 

Sunday was committed to the Marfhalica Prifon, 
Southwark, by a Special Warrant from the Lords 
of the Admiralty, Andrew Miller, Chief Mate of 
the Thomas and Diana, for the Murder of James 
Neilfon, Mafter of the faid Ship: He was taken on 
board the Bofphorous, Capt. Richardfon, from Leg- 
horn, (who was order’d to perform Quaraintain) 
and conduéted to Gaol under a ftrong Guard. 

By Letters from Gibraltar, dated July 27, we 
have Advice, that his Majefty’s Ship the Chichefter 
has brought into that Place two Spanifh Barks 
laden with Cochineal, bound to Cadiz, valued at 
30,000 1. 

The Mary, Capt. Snow, from London for Ge- 
noa, is taken by the Spaniards, and carried into 
Galicia. 

Laft Saturday a Barge laden with Deals was funk 
be running foul of the Sterlings at London- Bridge, 
and the Bargeman loft ; feveral Boats put off to his 
Affiftance, but without Succefs. 

On Saturday Night four Spanith Officers, lately 
taken in Privateers, were brought to Town under 
a ftrong Guard from Portfmouth, and put into the 
Hands of a Meilenger. 

On Thurfday 7-Night as Mr. Leach, who keeps 
Livery Stables near Dean’s Yard, Weftminfter, 
and his Wife, were going to Kenfington in a one 
Horfe Chaife, the Horfe took Fright in Hyde-Park, 
and threw them both out, Mr. Leach’s Arm, 
Thigh, and Collar-bone were broken, and his Wife 
was fo much bruis’d that ’tis thought fhe cannot live. 

The Royal Plate has been deliver’d to the proper
